road, not now completed and in operation.

domain. Tha act is not to be construed as 
forfeiting the right ot way or depot 
grounds of any railioad company hereto- 
fore gi anted, nor as limiting the rights 
granted to purchasers, or settlers in the 
laud grant adjustment act ot March 3, 
1887, or as repealing, altering or amend, 
ing that act, nor as in any manner affect-

title. Persons lu possession of any sucb 
lands prior to the 1st of January, 1888, are 
authorized to purchase them within two 
years from the United States, lu quanti-

The bill reserves the right to forfeit 


other railroad laud grants for any failure, 
pa;,t or future, to comply with the stipu- 
lated condltlona. Tho price of the even 
numbered sections of laud within tha 
limits of all forfeited laud grants is fixed 
at $1.26 an acie. 


Nothing contained lu the bill Is to ba 


construed to void any sales or entries of 
lands upon which there weie bona fide 
pre-emption or homestead claims on the 
1st day of January, 1888, arising or as- 
serted under color of the laws of the 
United Status, and all such pre-emption 
ftnd homestead claims are confirmed. 


Exceptions are provided in the interest

THE MOON. 


How It Speaks of the Past and 


Future of Our World. 


What the Study of Its Surface Kevoals to 


Vt— "Heine Dead She Yet Speaketh,' 


and Foretells the Eartb/ii 


Destiny. 


The moon, regarded aa an object ol 


physical study, occupies a unique posi- 
tion among the members of our solar 
system. Some of the other planets— 
for the moon, be it remembered, ia a 
planet, a companion world of the 
earth's, no mere satellite—tell us of 
the past of our earth's career; others 
again tell us of the future; but the 
moon speaks both of the -past and 
future of world life. 
We can study 


her surface to learn what our earth will 
be like when old age and death over- 
take her; but we can also study the 
moon's surface to learn something 
about our earth's condition in the past. 
She retains the record of stages of life 
through which she passed millions of 
years ago, and through which our earth 
haa also passed, but from the earth's 
face the record of these past stages 
have been in great degree removed or 
blurred and defaced till we aro unable 
to read them aright 


It is easy to see why the moon's sur- 


face should be much less affected by 
atmospheric and aqueous wear and 
tear, during the past ages, when she 
had an atmospheio and when she had 
seas. In the first place, the period of 
time during which she was thus clothed 
with air and water must have been 
much shorter than the corresponding 
period for tho earth 
As much the 


smaller orb, haying in fact but the 
eighty-iirst part of tho earth's mass, 
she 
would 
necessarily 
cool 
far 


more 
lapidly—probably 
(though I 


will not here outer on 
the cal- 


culations which indicate the proba- 
bility) about six times faster than 
the earth, so that if we set the past 
duration of tho earth's u'tnesa for life 
at 60,000,000 yeais, which geologists 
would regaul as a moderate estimate 
for the duration 
of the Archiean, 


primary, secondary, tertiiuy and re- 
cent eras, we should have to regard 
10,000,000 of years as tlip duration of 
the corresponding part of tlio, moon's 
life. 
The woik of denudation which 


has gone on upon the earth during the 
past 60,000,000 of jeurs could not pos- 
sibly have been accomplished upon the 
moon during 10,000,000 years, even 
though tho woik had proceeded, cen- 
tury by century, at the same rate. But 
it could not pioceed nearly so fast on 
the moon as on tho earth 
To be- 


gin with, there must have boon much 
loss air and water per square mile of 
the moon's surface than on the earth's 
in corresponding poitions of tho life of 
each. Assuming the aii and water to 
be the s.imo piopoitions ot the total 
mass of each planet, the earth had 
eighty-one times as much air and 
water as the moon, and the earth's 
atmosphere and water i-ovoied a sm- 
face not eighty-one times but only 
thirteen anil one-half times the surface 
of the moon, so that on our reasonable 
assumption as to tho quantity of air 
and water present on the two planets, 
the eaith had six times as much air 
and water over each square mile of her 
surface as tho moon had at the corre- 
sponding stages of her life as a world. 
With a sixth pait only of these, 
the 
instiuincnts 
of 
denudation, 


the moon 
had 
albo but a sixth 


part of tho eneigy with which to work 
them. 
Gravity on tho earth is six times 


as strong as gravity on the moon; and 
gravity on each planet was the hand 
by which air and water, the tools of 
denudation, were worked. With tools 
having but one-sixth the efficiency, the 
force of lunar giavity having but one- 
sixth the energy of lerrestial gravity, 
and working for but a sixth part of the 
time, could do no such work in des- 
troying the primeval features of the 
planet as has been acomphshed on OUT 
earth. Wo may, then, expect to find 
the crust of the moon, stripped as it now 
is of the air and water which once 
surrounded it, tho records of the 
original rock surface corresponding to 
the Archtean rocks of our earth. 


Geologists admit that the condition 


of the earth's surface before the pri- 
mary strata began to be formed can 
not be satisfactorily determined. Al- 
though certain parts of the still re- 
maining crust aio called Archaean, it is 
very doubtful whether they really rep- 
resent the primeval crust. There is a 
much better chance that in portions of 
the moon's surface the primeval rock 
will still lemain in something like its 
primeval condition; so that we may be 
able to read a portion of the past 
history of the earth better in our 
neighbor world, the moon, than in oui 
own, 
just as we can form a better idel 


of the nature of our ravage ancestry bj

civilized races of to-day than from any 
evidence that we can obtain from the 
study of the records of our own nee. 
Thus studying the moon we gee the 
traces of the earlier vulcanian stage* 
of her career, stages such as our earth 
and every planet passes through. ' We 
see first how the still plastic crnst was 
riven for distances of many hundreds 
of miles by the action of the interior 
forces; and we can see where molten 
matter flowed through those rifts and 
spread in ribbon-like strips over the 
hinden seams. Later, as the process 
of contraction began chiefly to affect 
the crust, while the nuclear matter re- 
treated from it, we see how immense 
corrugations were formed, akin to 
those of a wrinkled skin or of a shriv- 
eled apple. 


Of these stages of earth-life traces 


still 10 main. Geologists had indeed 
alieady shown that the earth must have 
passed through them. But the evi- 
dence in the earth's case is recondite 
and obscure. In the moon's it is strik- 
ing and obvious. Geologists had to 
study the structure of strata deep down 
below those which form the main por- 
tions of mountain masses, before they 
came on evidence of that primeval 
rifting followed by the outflow of mol- 
ten matter which led to the sinking of 
the crust in the parts thus broken and 
overloaded, and to their receiving 
larger supplies of matter deposited on 
the trough-like portions of the sea floor 
thus formed. Of the original corruga- 
tions 
formed 
later, 
as 
the an- 


cient 
crust 
contracted, we 
have 


evidence 
in 
the 
existence 
of 


mountain ranges; not that mount- 
ain ranges are themselves such corru- 
gations, as was once supposed, but 
that it has been by contraction of the 
crust, necessarily leading to a crump- 
ling and wrinkling of its substance, 
that the material of the mountain 
ranges was raised above the sen level. 
This material was deposited originally 
in the trough-like depressions just re- 
ferred to, to depths amounting in some 
cases to ten or twelve miles. But un- 
der the side pressures exerted on the 
contracting crust these immense seams 
of matter were shouldered, so to 
speak, above the mean level, to great- 
er and greater heights, until those 
pressures had expended their energies. 
On the moon we can in many places 
see tho corrugations themselves into 
which tho crust was crumpled in the 
process of contraction. 


On the moon, again, we find an im- 


mense number of craters, ranging in 
size from mere saucer-shaped depres- 
sions less than half a mile wide to 
gigantic craters having a span of more 
than 100 miles. In height the crater 
rings range from a few hundred yards 
to 4,000 or 5,000. Now, on the earth 
there are many craters, but none which 
either resemble the great lunar craters 
in form or can be compared with them 
in size. Yet we can not reasonably 
doubt 
that 
in 
earlier 
stages of 


her vulcanian past, the earth had 
such craters 
as 
still remain on 


the moon. There aro indeed parts 
of the earth where the traces of such 
craters still remain. 
In the Isle of 


Mull, for instance, (in the Inner He- 
brides) there is the basal wreck of a 
great volcanic ring which must be 
thiity miles wide and twelve thousand 
or thirteen thousand feet high. I ought 
rather, perhaps, to say that the Islo of 
Mull itself is the basal wreck of that 
crater, long since reduced to a mere 
ring of hills by the denuding forces of 
air and watei 
And while the moon ia 


thus interesting and instructive in re- 
gard to the past, she has much to tell 
us also respecting the future of our 
earth. 


To begin with, it is clear that the 


moon once had seas. We can see the 
floors of those ancient seas in the 
region called '-seas," whose uniformity 
of level and peculiarities of tint can be 
explained in no other way. The mere 
fact, of course, that certain tracts of 
the moon aie smoother and darker than 
otheis would mean little; but when we 
notice that these broad, daik and 
relatively smooth tracts all lie at lower 
levels than the brighter or whiter 
tracts, we see this can not be a mere 
coincidence. 
If water were poured 


upon the moon 
now in 
sufficient 


quantity, the water would occupy 
just 
those 
parts 
of 
the 
moon 


which aro dark, and leave uncovered 
just those parts which are light No 
reasonable explanation of this peculiar- 
ity can be found except the supposition 
that seas formerly existed on the moon, 
occupying those regions which thus 
attest by their darker tints, by their 
uniformity of surface, and by their 
lower level, that they were formerly 
the floors of ancient lunar seas. From 
these legions the seas have retreated, 
soaked up (as it were) within the 
moon's interior. But the process must 
have been a slow one, lasting doubt- 
less foi millions of years, during which 
the lunar air also slowly (but in such 
long periods effectively) diminished in 
amount. When at length the process 
was completed, the moon had become 
the scene of desolation and of death 
which she presents now. She "being 
dead yet speaketh," however, and the 
lesson which she teaches is that our 
earth must likewise die. — Richard A. 
Proctor, in St. Louis Qlobe-Democral.
